Because of both ingredient and la­ 
bor shortages, candy production will 
fall short of expected demands dur­ 
ing the first nine months of 1946, 
the trade predicted, with the deficit 
amounting to 700 million pounds. 
While nuts, peanuts, many fruits, 
coconuts, cocoa oil and other oil, 
and sugar apparently will remain 
in short supply through most of the 
year, the anticipated return of work­ 
ers to confectionery plants from 
higher paying war industries has 
not materialized, though leveling off 
of other employment and increased 
wages should lead to solution of the 
manpower problem. 
In addition to prospective higher 
labor costs, the trade said, material

In taking over the mines, the Brit­ 
ish announced that the financial in­ 
terests of France, Belgium, Holland 
and Luxembourg in the properties 
would be safeguarded. 


Fix Reparations 
Though U. S. reparations from 
western Germany were set at 28 per 
cent of the total to be shared by 21 
countries, 
this 
country's 
actual 
amount may tall short of the agreed 
figure since it waived rights to en­ 
emy ships and industrial equipment 
because of small losses in these 
categories. 
In addition to such capital goods 
as plants, machinery, etc., German 
foreign assets, current stocks and 
items from production have been de­ 
clared available for payments, and 
the U. S. is expected to draw pri­ 
marily from these sources. 
Besides the U. S., Britain will also 
receive 28 per cent of reparations, 
with France allotted 16 per cent. Oth­ 
er recipients include Yugoslavia, the 
Netherlands, Canada, Czechoslovak­ 
ia, Belgium, Greece, India. Norway, 
Australia. South Africa, New Zea­ 
land, Denmark, Luxembourg, Egypt 
and Albania. 
Under the Potsdam agreement, 
Russia was to obtain its principal 
reparations from eastern Germany, 
and German assets in Bulgaria, Fin­ 
land. Hungary, Romania and east­

While large increases in 
the fall crop over 1944 were noted 
in the western corn belt, small de­ 
creases were recorded in the Atlan­ 
tic states. 
With 5,503,000 sows farrowed dur­ 
ing the fall season, the number of 
pigs saved per litter totaled 6.38, 
compared with 6.34 in 1944 and 6.23 
for the 10-year period.

Food Experiments 
RAISE STATE PAY: 


At least 300.000 employees of 41 
states received salary adjustments 
during the war period, a survey dis­ 
closed. 
The methods of pay adjustment 
varied in the states, increases being 
directed by legislative action in 17 
•tate*, and adjustments made 
through administrative action in 13 
others. Six states reported pay ad­ 
justments both by legislative and 
administrative action. 


More than 50 per cent of the 
leading schools and state univer­ 
sities covered in a recent survey 
are either conducting frozen food 
experiments or planning such 
experiments, it was revealed. 
Most of the experiments are 
directed toward retaining the 
fresh flavor of fruits, vegetables, 
meats and dairy products with­ 
out losing the vitamin content 
and nutritive value of the food.

CLOTHING FOR VETERANS 
Chief dilem m a faced by the re ­ 
turning w ar veteran when it comes 
lo new clothes is that cither ne Will 
get clothes p r his wife and sweet­ 
heart will get them . T here aren 't 
going to be enough for both. 
In this choice between m an and 
wife there 
is no question 
as to 
where the U. S. governm ent stands, 
at least in theory—on the side of 
the man. He has been aw ay fight­ 
ing, his old clothes are moth-eaten 
and he deserves something to wear. 
Getting 
them 
for 
him, however, 
m ay be another m atter. 
Bottleneck of the entire problem 
boils down to linings. W’ool cloth­ 
ing for men m ust have linings. This 
m eans rayon and cotton. At present 
the wool and worsted situation is 
improving and there probably will 
be alm ost enough for 1946. 
But rayons and cottons are differ­ 
ent. In the first place m ost of their 
production 
was 
allocated 
to w ar 
uses and it takes some tim e to get 
mills reconverted. Second, and here 
is where the sex problem com es in, 
most of the rayon and cotton now' 
available for civilian use has been 
going to women. 


In other words, women are 
getting the rayon blouses, the 
slips, the undies and other things 
they like to wear. ^Meanwhile 
the much more prosaic but ab­ 
solutely 
necessary 
lining 
for 
m e n ’s suits is left out in the cold. 
In addition, the hosiery m a n ­ 
ufacturers are even asking for. 
and getting, a lot of rayon pound­ 
age for stockings, despite the 
fact that nylon is coming back. 


WHY WOMEN G ET BREAK 
Chief reasons for this channelling 
of clothes to women, despite the 
needs of veterans, are: 
1. Higher prices and m ore profits 
in w om en's apparel. Men's clothing 
m anufacturers blam e this on OPA. 
2. The W ar Production board last 
fall issued priorities on cotton and 
I rayon in order to spur production 
of medium -priced clothing, but for 
som e 
strange 
reason 
entirely 
om itted 
the 
bottleneck 
of 
m en’s 
suits—linings. 
Since then the WTB has been abol- 
! ished, but its successor, the civil- 
ian 
production 
adm inistration, 
if 
anything, perhaps, has done a little 
worse. Well-meaning H erbert Rose, 
head of the CPA textile division, 
who has sublime faith in the ef- 
; ficacy of priorities under any and 
all circum stances, has proceeded to 
grant priorities to “ hardship" cases 
for coat linings. By the end of No­ 
vem ber, 160 “ hardship” cases h fa 
received 
lining 
priorities 
from 
Washington 
alone with 
scores of 
I other 
priorities 
issued 
by 
CPA 
branch offices, m aking the whole 
situation m ore snarled than ever. 


Meanwhile, 
Frank 
Chester 
Bowles, who has done more to 
protect the American consumer 
than any one else in Washing­ 
ton, readily admits that he has 
made a mistake in clothing. His 
problem, however, is whether 
to get an 
army 
of women’s 
clothing dealers on his neck by 
decreasing the ceilings on wom­ 
en’s clothes, or whether to boost 
the price of clothes for men by 
allowing 
higher 
price ceilings 
on their clothes. 
j 
One or the other probably will be 
necessary even in addition to the 
plan 
for 
voluntary 
rationing 
of 
m en’s clothing and the issuing of 
clothing certificates to men at sep­ 
aration centers.

During the winter months hunting 
rabbits is a popular sport and a wild 
rabbit makes a very fine food, but 
according to th** Nt«t. 
Health De­ 
partm ent, extreme care should I* 
u-ed in t i e handling of wild rabbit* 
to prevent a possible infection .»! . 
tularemia. 
‘‘Tho*- little cottontail rabbits are 
not always as harmless as they loci 
states Di. Geo. W. Cox, State HeaKh 
Officer, ‘‘for some of th* rn are 
n- 
fected with tularemia. 
This serious 
disease which is also known as bab­ 
bit fever usually is acquired by hu­ 
man beings through contact with in­ 
fected 
labbits or through contact 
with the infected insect that spreads 
it from animal to animal.” 
Ll. (o x cautioned that hunter- 
should shoot only the rabbits ti ai 
run away at his approach. 
A rab­ 
bit without the energy to scamper 
away from the hunter is likely 
o 
he a sick one that can transm it vu- 
tai emia. 
“ It 
is necessary 
to handle 
un­ 
cooked rabbit meat cautiously,” Dr. 
('ox said. 
"The use of rubber gloves 
will protect your hands since the 
germs may enter the body through 
any cut or scratch however small if 
an infected rabbit is handled withe ut 
gloves.”

subject released by the Texas beat#

serious ana killing disease of child­ 
hood. 
Dr. Geo. 
W. Cox, State Health

have their children, who are not al­ 
ready protected, immunized .at once. 
"The administration of toxoid can 
save a child from serious illness or 
even death and those who have not 
I been safeguarded against this dan­ 
ger should l'c inoculated im m ediate­ 
ly,” Dr. Cox said. 
"Babies should be immunized by 
the age of eight or run* m onths,” 
Dr. Cox advised. "A first dose of 
toxoid is recommended by author­ 
ities on the care of infants by the 
age of eight or nine months, and 
sometimes as early as six months. A 
second dose is usually given later.” 
To maintain immunity at a high 
level, Dr. Cox emphasized that a re­

BRITISH LOAN ACT 
RECEIVES ATTENTION 
WASHINGTON.—The defense of 
the British loan deal is that there 
are only three things which can be 
done with the British: 
! 
(a) Prop them up. 
(b) Let them fall. 
(c) Let the Russians take them . 
On this basis the project was sold 
to the reluctant and discouraged 
congress—and will increasingly be 
sold. 
This is the argum ent which 
won congressional approval. 
In its details, the arrange­ 
ment is indefensible. 
A care­ 
ful reading of the agreement 
will show that upon practically 
every agreed point, the British 
have contrived an escape clause 
or phrase—in short, an out. 
In the m atter of interest pay- 
1 m ents, for exam ple, these will be 
waived unless B iiiisn trace aver­ 
ages more than 1936-38 for five pre­ 
ceding years. Again, the British are 
to try to do something about the ster­ 
ling discrim ination pool against the 
dollar, but will only “ m ake every 
endeavor” to do so. 
They agree to 
I “ relax ” not stop. 
FEW BENEFITS FOR 
AMERICAN PEOPLE 
Again, they agree to discuss a 
new de luxe super Bretton Woods 
arrangem ent 
to 
create 
a 
world 
trading and m onetary system ; they 
agree to work with us for this “ in­ 
ternational trade organization” at a 
world conference next year, 
but 
I there nothing definite is provided be­ 
yond the “ discussion” stage. 
Again they promise to pay per­ 
haps 750 million dollars in settle­ 
ment of “iend-lease" (how ironi­ 
cal those two words sound now) 
but only 50 millions is to be cash 
within five years, and we will 
not take this money, but will use 
it to build educational or other 
institutions in the British em­ 
pire. 
There is hardly a line in the 
agreement which is not hedged 
thus with a legal escape for 
nonfulfillment. 
For this, we are to throw 3*4 bil­ 
lions more after the 25 billions of 
“ iend-lease” we are cancelling of!— 
thus giving them title to rem aining 
‘ planes, 
guns, 
trucks, 
typew riters 
and what not, without trying to get 
the m aterials back for scrap or use. 
(Army 
claim s 
w'e 
already 
have 
more than we can sell or use rn sur­ 
plus property, but they are thinking 
of peace, not yet restored.) 
The best object ve world finance 
authorities tell me the British care­ 
fully carved their excuses in ad- 
, Vance, because they cannot expect to 
repay this “ loan” any more than 
they could pay our w’ar advances, 
given away 
under 
the 
disguised 
booby-trap phrase “ Iend-lease.” 
They have no raw m aterials on 
their island except coal. 
They can­ 
not produce without raw m aterials, 
and they cannot pay for the m a­ 
terials except by production. 
BRITISH FUTURE DOES 
NOT JUSTIFY LOAN 
With their prospects they would 
have difficulty getting anyone to say 
their 
am ortization 
plan 
for 
this 
"loan” is sound. 
They can win 
a 
respite 
against fate 
with our 
money, but their 55-year future does 
not justify the deal financially. 
But what could we do? 
The 
Byrnes people are already ask­ 
ing the senators in private. The 
senators are saying we could 
have taken title to the equip­ 
ment we have given them and 
used it for storage against the 
future or scrap; we could have 
taken payment in materials of 
which our own stockpiles are 
low; 
we could have acquired 
territories needed for raw ma­ 
terials, and for civilian and mili­ 
tary world air bases. 


In short, we could have reached 
a fair and good business settle­ 
m ent “ in kind,” 
and closed the 
books on this endless dumping of 
the product of our toil Into Britain 
these last 30 years. 
WTe could have 
reached a final settlem ent. 
As it is, we have left the books 
open, to furnish more money when 
this “ loan” is gone and cannot be 
repaid—money which really repre­ 
sents the sw eat of our workmen, be­ 
cause our treasury has no “ m oney” 
except as it dram s that source. 
We could have wisely prepared 
ourselves with territory, stockpiles 
and power for the new barter world 
of trade (which is coming as surely 
as borrowed international money is 
never repaid). 
We could have won 
the peace with this deal. 
A few of the bravest adm inistra­ 
tion congressm en said God loves 
everyone and the British loan agree­ 
m ent is a good one, im m ediately 
after it. was announced. 
The suspicious or knowing con­ 
gressm en roundly denounced it. 
But the bulk ducked and ran when 
they saw newsmen coming to seek 
comment. 
These detected a high 
arom a of unpopularity about the 
whole affair wrafted in the first puff 
of the news from the state depart- j 
ment. 
They did not know much of I 
its vast unfathomable ramifications.
